F T is a general Complaint, that Children are trained up in 
1 reading idle Romances, which fill their Heads with wild

«« 'mifcuous reading of the Holy Bible, by Chapters, as they 
lie in Order, is far from, being of any Advantage to Chil- 
: ** ren, either for the perfecting their Reading or e 
their Religian, that perhaps a worſe could not be found. 


«« For what Pleaſure, /eys he, or Encouragement can it be 
to a Child to exerciſe himſelf in reading thoſe Parts of a 
Hock whereothe underſtands nothing. And how little are 
the Law of Maſes, the Song of Solomon, the Prophecies in 
«« the Ola, and the Epiſtles, and the Apocalypſe in the New 
« 7e/ament, ſuited to a Child's Capacity. And though the 
«# Hiſtory of the Evangelz/ts, and the Act, have ſomething 
<« eahcr, yet, taken all together, it is very diſproportionate to 
the Underſtanding of ChIdhOOd.

O divide an Engliſh Word rightly into Syl- 
lables, you are to obſerve what Vowels are 
in the Word, and what Conſonants are between 


them. | 
Far there is generally but one Vowel to one Sylla- 


ble. 

Except. I. There be two Vowels making but 
one Sound, called a Diphthong, as (ai) in aim, 
or three Vowels, termed a Triphthong, as (eau) 
in Beau, &c. | 

IT. Or (e) be added to lengthen the former 
Vowel, as Mine, Note. &c. Or for Ornament, as 
give, &c. Or to ſoften the Sound c or g, as Lace, 
Race, Age, Cage, &c. 

In theſe and ſuch-like Words, which come from 
other Languages, (e) at the End makes a diſtinct 
Sy llable, as in CHlo-e, Phe-be, Eu-ni-ce, Ga-li-le, &c.
